-President Brezhnev taday 
made a strong appeal to China

Clearly attempting to explotkt 
Chinas present tesions arith 
the United States over Taiwan, 
the Soviet leader declaced that 
his country was ready for 
closer political and economic 
relations with China and would 

e whatever pûsiti 
wej peeded. Oe , reps 

e remember well tha 
time when the Soviet Union 
and People's China were 
united by bonds of friendship 
and comradely cooperation, We 
have never considered the 
state of hostility and estrange- 
ment betweert our countries 
normal. We are prepared to 
came TO terms, without any 
preliminary conditions, on 
measures acceptable to both 
sides to improve relations on 
the basis of mutual respett for 
each _other’s interests, non- 
interference in each other's 
affairs and mutual benefit.” 

Speaking in Tashkent, the 
capital of Uzbekistan, which is 
not far from the Chinese 
border, Mr Brezhnev said the 
Russiaos had no territorial 
i on China. They were 
ready to resume the border 
talks, broker off by Peking in 
1980. after the Soviet interven- 
tion in Afghanistan, and look 
for ways to strengthen trust 
along the Chinese-Sovier frone

For the rest, the 
tone is domestic, the setting 
pastoral, and the mood rather 
wilfully contented. MacBeth 
has apparently settled down 
in a Norfolk rectory, calmed
